Red Cross through its First 
Aid and Home Nursing courses 
will train enrollees in emergen­ 
cy care to atomic casualties. New 
teaching 
material

courses, prepared in co-opera­ 
tion with the Federal Civil De 
fense Administration, has been 
released to Red Cross chapters 
throughout the country in the 
form 
of supplements 
to 
the 
standard textbooks used in these 
courses. 
Two million copies of the First 
Aid and one million copies of the 
Home Nursing supplements are 
being distributed 
initially as 
the latest step in training hun­ 
dreds of thousands of individ­ 
uals to function in the nations 
civil defense program. 
The new First Aid material 
will add four hours to the stand­ 
ard 18-hour course. It outlines 
the injuries which would follow 
an atom bomb attack and the 
best methods of giving emergen­ 
cy care. Both the First Aid and 
Home Nursing supplements stress 
the importance of self-help in 
the confusion likely to follow 
a large scale attack.

Boston, Feb. 17 (JP) — The 
strike of 70,000 CIO wool and 
worsted mill workers over a 15- 
cent an hour pay boost was 
spiced today with an argument 
over the price freeze question. 
Their present average wage is 
$ 1.42 an hour. 
A union official said the Amer­ 
ican Woolen Company “ asked 
for the strike so they could have 
a talking point with Washington 
to relax the price freeze.” 
That argument was advanced 
yesterday by J ames J . Ellis, bus­ 
iness agent of the Massachusetts 
J oint Board of the Textile Work­ 
ers Union of America (CIO). 
Union chiefs said the strike, 
which started yesterday and af­ 
fected about half of all the wool­ 
en and worsted workers in the 
nation, was “ universally effec­ 
tive.”

The bureau said advance re­ 
ports indicate home starts will 
also set a record for February.

U. S. Troops Regain Up to 
Two Miles in Some Sectors 
as Battle Rages Across 
Ridges and Valleys. 


REDS FAIL TO 
TURN EAST FLANK 


Tokyo, Feb. 17 (JP)—American, 
infantrymen 
counter - attacked 
vanguards of three Red Korean 
divisions today in the hills north 
of Chechon where the enemy 
had dented Allied lines 10 miles. 
The American troops support­ 
ed by rolling artillery barrages 
gained as much as two miles in 
some sectors. 
The battle still was raging 
across ridges and valleys at 5 p. 
m. (2 a. m. CST.) 
One Red force drove within 
three miles of the Chechon road 
hub but South Koreans rolled 
the enemy back from there. 
A U. S. 10th Corps officer said 
the 
Red .Korean 
push 
on 
Chechon had formed into a defi­ 
nite pattern. But the Reds had 
failed in the opening phases to 
turn the Allied east flank. 
Accurate 
artillery 
fire 
and 
counted-attacks 
blunted 
the 
force of the enemy punch, shift­ 
ed eastward from bloodily re­ 
pulsed onslaughts at Chipyong 
and Wonju. 
The smash at the east flank 
near 
the 
transport 
hub 
of 
Chechon, a mountain gateway 
to South Korea, was the only 
serious enemy effort. The Reds 
massed 15,000 or more men in 
the area but a late field report 
said only spearheads had been 
committed. 
Eastward on the coast, South 
Korean troops made a deep pull­ 
back from the 38th Parallel to a 
new defense line but under no 
enemy pressure. 
Westward for 70 miles to Seoul, 
there was scattered, small-scale 
fighting. 
Around Wonju and Chipyong, 
where 
Chinese 
Reds suffered 
22,128 casualties in four days but 
failed to break through, Allied 
patrols ranged one to more than 
two rqiles north without finding 
Reds. 
The chewed-up Chinese 41st 
Corps had pulled back the rem­ 
nants of four divisions for re­ 
grouping. But there were signs 
that upwards of 150,000 Chinese 
Reds still might try to smash 
the Allied center and imperil 
100,000 United Nations troops 
around Seoul.

around Chechon, 14 miles south-

Within 30 minutes Senators 
passed without a dissenting vote 
two House bills which would: 
1. Provide for immediate pay­ 
ment of $24,765,212 to disabled 
World War II veterans and next- 
of-kin of deceased veterans. 
2. 
Increase 
the 
maximum 
monthly pension of some 4,000 
retired school teachers from $59 
to $80, but put an annual ceil­ 
ing of $525,000 on the amount 
the state spends for this pur­ 
pose. 
Both bills now must go back 
to the House for concurrence in 
Senate amendments. 
The date when the bonus will 
be paid to some 49,500 disabled 
veterans and next-of-kin will be 
fixed by the State Veterans’ Af­ 
fairs Commission. 
Next-of-kin will get $600 and 
disabled veterans from $100 to 
$600, depending upon the extent 
of their disability. 
The pension bill will affect 
some 4,000 retired school teach­ 
ers. 
In addition to 
raising the 
monthly pension, it levies a 8V2 
mill state tax, beginning in 1953, 
for support of the pension fupd. j 
Teachers who had 30 years of j 
service would be# eligible for the 
top $80 pension. 
Another provision of the pen­ 
sion measure permits local school 
ccrporaticns to employ teach­ 
ers up to their 68 th birthday.

Device Pro d uces 
Hea t Fro m Wa ter, 
Invento rs Cla im 
Washington, Feb. 17 (/P)—Two 
Utah inventors say they have 
invented a device which burns 
ordinary water to produce heat 
for homes or power for indus­ 
tries. 
George Jackson and William 
Daugherty, both of Salt Lake 
City, have applied for a patent 
on their process. Daugherty told 
a reporter yesterday experimen­ 
tal estimates indicated a pint of 
water could be used to heat a 
four room house for four hours. 
The patent application says 
water is heated, under pressure, 
by alcohol. Then, the inventor 
said, it emerges from jets, ap­ 
parently broken down into the 
two gases—hydrogen and oxygen 
—which make up water. These 
burn at intense heat, the in­ 
ventors said, and alcohol is need­ 
ed only to get the progress go­ 
ing. 
Daugherty said he could make 
a home-made burner for $15. It 
would also burn other fuels, he 
said, without leaving carbon de­ 
posits, oil film or making smoke.
